was associated with Col. ('. P. Hreckin- 
riilge in the conduct of ilie old Lexing- 
ton Observer and Reporter. Col. Ureck- 
enridge was editor and Judge Mullingan 
city editor of that paper.

British Military Critics Agreed That 
the Counter Attack of the Russians 
Has Postponed For a Time the Ne 
eesaity For Any Further Retirement 
of the Slav Fo rc e s Operations In 
the West. 

London, July 12. — The check wblcli 
the Russians have imposed on Arch- 
duke Josppb Ferdinand's army in 
southern Poland and the additional 
strain which this has 'placed on the 
German General Von Mackensea's 
army to the right has postponed. It is 
believed in military circles here, the 
threatened German offensive In the 
west,' and there is now a poBsibiIit7 
that tiie allies will be the first to take 
the offensive. 

In sui)i)ort of this it Is pointed out 
that tho attacks by the German crown 
prime's army in the Woevre, which 
the German press announced was the 
commeiicement of a general move for- 
ward, nave ceased, and what fightlns 
is going on along the western front 
consists ot artillery engagements and 
a few isolated attacks and counter at- 
tacks by infantry, which make little 
or no difference in the positions of the 
opposing forces. 

The British, according to the French 
report, have repulsed a German at- 
tacl<. Ti.e Gcrmcu reports, nowever, 
allude to this as a Rritish attack and 
Berlin says it was re]iiilsed with con- 
siderable loss. In fact, the French and 
Gorman reports arc cencrally contra 
dictory in respect to what fighting has 
taken plate, hut from the trend of 
them It is evident tiiat neither side 
has attempted anything ot a docisivr 
nature, and it is believed here that it 

So far as the Germans are con- 
cerned, military observers assert, they 
are bound to carry out their offensive 
against the HusRians until there 's 
some decisive engagement, suca a? 
tlie capture of the Lublin-Cholm rail 
way, wbii h it is asserted would have 
been in their hands before now if the 
AuEtrians advanoini; toward the city 
had not ben driven back. 

lieports from neutral sources are lo • 
fne effect that t:) make good their ef- ! 
forts against the Russians tlie Ger- , 
mans are moving troops wliieh were 
intended for the western front to the 
east. To a certain extent this seems 
confirmed by the statement In the 
Kussian oTi<iaI rciiort that reinforce- 
ments have real -l .\rchd\ike .Fose-ph 
Ferdinand and tliL'.t Central Von Mac- 
kensen also commonced an offensive, 
which, however, broke down under 
t'ae Russian fire. 

While the military critics are - still 
undecided whether the Russians will 
make their stand on their present 
lines or fall back to the Bug river 
thus abandoning the fortresses of 
Ivangorod and Warsaw, it is agreed 
that the counter attack which they 
have developed has postponed for a 
time at least the necessity for any fur- 
ther retirement. 

There is no further news of the re- 
ported Italian victory on the Corso 
plateau, but dispatclies froth Ron*» 
say the Italian troops are making good 
progress in their work bf capturing 
the mountains around Trieste, which 
they hope to take before commencing 
the advance on the city itself, thiui 
avoiding a bombardment of the town, 
which is largely Inhabited by their 
compatriots.

Reiterated assurance that 
American ships enKaged lii lui^itlmato 
trade will not he interfered witb nor 
the lives of Americans upon neutral 
ships be endangered. 

Second. That German subinarlnea 
will be Instructed to allow .American 
passenger ships to pass freely and 
safely, Germany entertaining In re- 
turn the conlident hope that iheAmer 
lean government will see that these 
ships do not carry contraband; such 
ships to be provided wiih distinguish- 
ing marks and their arriv;il announced 
a reasonable time in advance. Tho 
same privile:.^e is extended to a re.i- 
sonable number of neutral pa.^sengera 
ships under the .American Has. and 
should the number of ships thus avail- 
able for passeuKer service' prove inad- 
equate. Germany Is willing to permit 
America to place four hostile passen- 
ger Bteamers under the .American flag 
to ply between North America and 
Europe Jinder the same conditions. 

Germany makes the claim that the 
Lusltania sank more rapidly than was 
expected, possibly because of muni- 
tions aboard, and condones the liner's 
destruction by the fact that many G(-r- 
mau mothers and children would have 
lost breadwinners if the cargo had 
reached Germany's foes. 

The note places blame for Ger- 
nan3r*s submarine warfare on Great 
Britain's starratkm policy and ex- 
p r e e sea the hope tliat President Wil- 
son may aaggest to the allies pro- 
poaala that will result in changes ot 
maritime war. 



The Next Step. 
Washington. July 10. — Arrival of the 
prapa translation of the German note 
coi^lrmed impressions which have 
been current in official qnarters for 
several days that Qermany would re- 
fuse to give the aasursnces asked for 
hy the United. States in her last note, 
that the lives of Americana traveling 
the high seas on unarmed Ships or 
any natlonaUty^ be not eniaacered. 
Many persons ^oaversaat wltti diplo- 
matic precedents In the framing of 
notes believed tliat the next step oC 
necessity wonM be an advance in the 
posiUon ot the United States for. hav- 
ing asked for assnraaces and thiled to 
receive them, the ttM for' further n*> 
gotiatlon had been eonsiderably nar- 
rowed and now raqnlred aemo ssser 
tlon ot xights.

THE CHURCHES. 

Rev. Mangwm, of Paris, in a recent 
sermon took occasion to speak plainly 
against a certain dance that was held 
in that city, classing it. as highly im- 
moral. This raised a storm of protest 
ainciiig those who attended and a dele- 
gation of citizens called on him for the 
purpose of having him retract his state- 
ments. He stood his grounds. Then 
he was severely denounced by the par- 
ticipants through the press of that city. 

We know nothing of the facts of that 
case and have natbing to say in the 
same. 

The churches are the foundations of 
public character and they .<tand for all 
things that are good in man or woman. 
But the trouble is that they are failing 
to stand out against some things that 
are detrimental to the young in the for- 
mation of their characters. They have 
been very tolerant and have allowed 
practices to creep in that are surely and 
»ertainly undermininp the churches as 
teachers of the correct life and as the 
moulders of character. Cards and 
dancing such as is practiced in the mod- 
ern dance, are not conducive to the 
building; of a lifr of purity. The mod- 
ern dresa is not just what it should be. 
The tendency is to laxity in morals. 
The children are to be excused for this 
immodesty because they follow the ex- 
ample of tlic mothers of the country. 
You don't have to go to the ball room 
to find this loud, immodest dressing 
and the mannerism that is sure to fol- 
low in its wake. You can see it on the 
street any day. Some of it is so dis- 
gustingly immodest that you wonder 
how the police let them by. The church 
is responsible for this to a large extent 
for they submit to it without demur. 
Same of the leaders of the church arc first 
in cards, first in loud dressing and first 
in arms in the giddy dance." Unless 
the chvirch st^inds o\it against this, it 
will as surely as the night follows day, 
undermine and destroy its usefulness. 
The public is always hypercritical and 
uses the time honored expression 
"pluck the beam from thine own eye 
before you seek to take it from ours." 

While the church is accomplishing 
much in an affirmative way, it must re- 
member that it must also stand against 
the small things that impair its useful- 
ness in the community. It must de- 
stroy the things whieh contanunate it. 
otherwise, it cannot pcoperly do its 
larger and greater works. 

Political activity in a church would 
be deplored but a preacher that fails to 
take cognisance of the great questions 
effecting the morals of the people and 
fails to take a lirm, decided stand on 
these great questions, fails to fully dis- 
'd^arge his duties as a leader of men 
and the moulder of opinion. It is his 
prerogative tci preach good works and 
he can do so without introducing in- 
dividual polities. Too long have they 
remained silent when they should have 
spoken. If they expect the politicians 
to reform th<' manners of the people, 
the reformation will never come.

government. Counted down to the 
hour, allowing eight hours for the work- 
ing day, the city spends S22.00 per 
hour. It is a known fact that its streets 
are in the worst condition for years. 
The treasury is empty and they say 
that they can do nothing to remedy 
them. 

There is something ^rong. We arc 
not getting anything more than we did 
yeais ago but our taxes are higher than 

ever before in the history of the city 
and in addition to this we are required 
to list our property at a higher price 
for taxation than at any time before, 
though it is a well known fact that city 
property has decreased in value fully 
twenty-five per cent in the last few 
yean. Very little of it is changing 
hands at any price. 

The office of councilman is a very im- 
portant office. The welfare of the city 
depends on these gentlemen. Rich- 
mond is a goo0 town. It has been 
favored by nature. It has a fine citi- 
zenship and its people arc cultured 
people. It has an unusual amount of 
personal wealth, more -than any city of 
its size in the State. Yet, it is not the 
most progressive.

There was no debate, no fanfare of 
political trumpets, no turmoil of the 
people. . It < was destroyed root and 
branch over night. 

The samp can be done with the 
whisky traffic. That it will be done, is 
certain. That it has already been start- 
ed, is also certain. 

Nather whisky nor brandy can any 
longer be classed as medicines. The 
United States government has decreed 
officially that they must be dropped 
from the United States pharmacopoeia, 
the only offiinal medical authority for 
the government and classification ^of 
medicines. Under this ruling, neither 
of these liquors can now be prescribed 
as medicines by physicians. Just how 
far this ruling will effect local State 
laws allowing physicians to prescribe 
these liquors for medical purposes, docs 
not appear, but inasihuch as they are 
no longer medicines, it wonld seem that 
a physician cannot prescribe as a medi- 
cine something that the highest author- 
ity in the land has declared not to be a 
medicine. Also, it will prevent drug- 
gists in those places, where, under the 
State laws, a druggist can now legally 
sell licjuors as medicines, from so doing. 
In other wonis, whisky and brandy are 
tabooed from the lists of medicines and 
along with this order will go that dis- 
reputable class of quacks who. under- 
take to make a living by selling pre- 
scriptions for the same. 

It is a great victory for right. Hur- 
rah!

Oea Grants Night in Madison 
County. 

_ A vi^it from Ur. William F. Frftnci> 
of St. Louis, toBerea and vincinlty lasi 
week conflrmed and made deQnite the 
rumor that Qeaeral Grant dnco spent a 
nifrhi io Msdiaen County. 

The facts are tliete: Dr Francis was 
bimseU a native of this county anti his 
father kept a "stand" on the grea 
thoroughfare leading from Kentucky t 
ihe sea-board through Cumberland Ga 
Another of these h^telries. called iL 
"Jones' Standi" was nearibe footof pe 
famous Big itfill. 

Ur. Francis, u a boy of t«n, mtJ io- 
timatc wiUi the Jones family, and^er- 
wards lived himself in the Jones fouse. 
He was visiUiii; at the Jones hc^se at 
the time of the Battle of Richmond. He 
saw Metcalf's Union Cavalry paJ^up the 
Hill to rind the location of thauvading 
army: saw ihem retreat later ^iihi^day, 
and the grwt Confedeiate ajiny march 
past —veterans who were great fishterB, 
though w*h ragged uniforms. That 
night he saw the glare of the camp-fire 
on the sky. and at the crack of dawn the 
next morning, September W, heard the 
report of a cannon answered by three 
other shots, and followed by the roar of 
battle. ?hat morning a number of 
wounded Confederates were brought to 
the "Joyes' Stand," and laid on the grass 
in the yard, where most of them died in 
agony ibe following night. Their bodies 
were Interred back of the house, and 
some remain there still. 

Dr. Francis was not there on the oc- 
casioa of General Grant't visit the next 
spricg, but heard the incident described 
repeatedly by members of the family 
who were there. Mr. Jones' three sons 
were in the Confederate army, and Jonas 
hinself had been warned to leave, be- 
caqsa of -his bitter tall? against the Gov- 
erment. His wife, daughters and young- 
est son were conductinsr the "stand" 

General Grant came from the South 
wiiliout an army but with perhaps a 
do/.en statfolTicers aud attendants, reach- 
ing the stand ahout supper time, and 
taking supper, lodging and breakfast 
there, proceeding the next morning to 
. Lexington, where be was to take the 
cars. 

He occupied the "ottioe," a small 
building immediately adjacent to the 
hoifsewith its separate chimney, wliich 
stands today in substantially tlie same 
condition. The people spoke of him as 
the silent, taciturn man we have often 
heard described, courteous but reserved. 

Across froin the "stand" was the 
United States Commissary, where stores 
of army supplies of all kinds were issued 
to passing regiments and wagons. On 
the same side with the house, a few rods 
north, was a blacksmith's shop, the log 
walls of which are still standing. 

This property now constitutes a part 
of Berea College forest reserve, and is 
occupied by Ur. Carrier. 
Ur. Francis is a most distinguished sur 
geon and medical instructor in St. Louis 
— one of the men who reflects credit on 
Madison County. His visit this summer 
has been a pleasure to a great number 
of old frieuds, and he has certainly made 
many new ones. — Berea Citiasen

Text of th* Lm«m, I Kings ili. 4-15^ 
Memory Voraos, 9, 10 G oldon Text, 
Prov. ix, 10— ComitiMitary Pr«p«r«d 
by Rav. D. M. Btf^am. 

In everj record there are tbe two 
side*, God's and oars. His la always 
perfect: on oars is the failure. Tke 
alnfnlne— of man and tbe wonderfcl 
grace of God sum up one pbaae of tbe 
whole Bible story. Last week we saw 
Solomon on tbe throne of tne L<ord as 
king and prospertng (I Cbron. ^jAk. 23». 
Today we are told that Solomon lored 
the Lord, walking in tbe statutes of 
David, bis father, only be sacrillced 
and burnt Incense In high places (verse 

3) . That •"only" does not sound well, 
nor does tbe affinity with Pbaraob. 
king of Cgypt. of verse 1. It looks like 
tbe beginning of wandering, a ' beart 
not perfect with the Lord. Egyptian 
fellowship, as well as horses and wives, 
seems to be forbidden in Deut. xvu, 
16, IT. In II Cbron. 1. 1. we read that 
"the Lord his God was with bim 
and magnified bim exceedingly and 
strengthenetl liim in his .kingdom." 
More be could not ask, and all that was 
required of bim was to walk before 
God in truth with all bis heart and 
soul (1 Kings 11. 3. 4). 

The ark of God was in tbe tent which 
David had prepared for it at Jerusa- 
lem, but the taberii.'icle of Moses with 
the brazen altar anil .-ill the other fur- 
niture was at Glbeon (II Chron. I, 3-5). 
and there Solomon and all Israel offer- 
ed many burnt offerings (lesson verse 

4) . In eveiy saoritice we should see 
the Son of Cod and Ills one great of- 
fering once for all, l)y virtue of which 
not only salvation, but every blessing, 
comes to us slunoi-s. In all the Old 
Testament story were many offeriuKS 
and many kinds, liut all pointed lo Gol- 
gotha and were all fullilkHl in Ilim. so 
that to us Christ is all. Thai night 
after the great sricrilici- tlie Lord God 
api)eared to Soloiimn. saying, "Ask 
what 1 shall give tlu-e" iverse 5; II 
Chron. 1, 7i. ■'He who spared not His 
own Son. but delivered Him up for us 
all. how sluiU He not with Him also 
freely give us all things?" (Uom. vUl. 
32.) "If ve .^liall ask anything in my 
name I will do it" (John xiv. 14). These 
and many siuii!;ir assurances are ours, 
but who has I'roved the i)0\vcr of them? 
We must ask according to His will and 
that He m.iy be f;lnrilHil and th(>n rest 
in the lyord and v.ait p.-itieiitly for Him. 
for His time an<l \v:iy aie alwiiys best. 

Up to thLs tiirii' S : .iiciii seems very 
humble and coiisi i.)i:s of his unlitness 
for such a position, for he says, "1 am 
but a little child; 1 Uiic.w not how to 
go out or come in" (verse 7). Such an 
attitude toward CJod is always sure of 
His help and gnid.ince. See Jcr. i, 7-9: 
II chron. xx. 12. Itlesscd are the poor 
in s[)iiir, for I heirs Is the kingdom with 
all its righteousness and peace and Joy 
even while on the way to the kingdom. 
Solomon summed up liis need, as be 
then saw it. in his ro<iJicst for a wise 
and understanding heart, tli.it he might 
discern between goid and bad and rule 
the people in righteousness. The Lord 
was pleased with his request and 
granted him what he asked and also 
things he , did not ask fur. such as 
riches and lienor, so that Ixith in wis- 
dom, riches and h^nor he excelled all 
others (versos 12. i;!i. .•\fter bis vision 
or dream be manifested his gratitude 
by offering sacrifices to God at Jerusa- 
lem (15). There are two expressions In 
this lesson for various reasons worth.v 
of special attention. Polomcin In bis 
rei^nest said th.at the people over whom 
he ruled were like the dust of the 
earth in multitude, and It Is written 
that "God gave Solomon wisdom anrt 
understanding exceeding much and 
largeness of heart, even ;is the sand 
that Ls on the seashore (II Cbron. 1, &: 
I Kings iv, 20). The two expression"* 
"dust of the earth'' and "sand upon 
the seashore" seem to cover the same 
ground. Compare Gen. xiii. IG: xxli, 17 

The thought seems to L'c that God 
gave Solomon wisdom to meet each in 
dividual case as it might arise. A 
notable illustration is given in 1 Kings 
lil. 10-28. It is written that Solomon's 
wisdom excelled the wisdom of all the 
children or tbe east country ami all the 
wisdom of Egypt, for he was wiser 
than all men; and there came of aU 
people to bear tbe wisdom of Solomon, 
from all kingrs of tbe earth wtiicb bad 
heard of bis wisdom (I Kings iv, 30, 
31, 34). We cannot but tbbik of the 
wisdom of Joseph and of UanleL 
which was greater than all the wisdom 
of Egypt and of Ilabylon, In' their day& 
But what Is that to me? He who gave 
this' wisdom still lives and Is Himself 
tbe power of God and tlie wisdom of 
Goid; the Son of God who loved me and 
gave Himself for me (1 Cor., i. 24; Gal 
U. 20). It Is written, "if any of yon 
bick wisdom let bim ask of God. • « * 
and It sliall be given biin. bot let him 
ask in &ith notlilng wandering''' 
There is a wisdom that is eartlUy, 
sensual. devlUsIi, bnt the wisdom ttutt 
Is from above Is flrst irare^ tlien peace- 
able, gimtle and easy' to, be entreatea 
(Jas. 1. S. 6; UL 15-17). We need con- 
tinually to know the way wliereln we 
may walk and the thing tliat we may 
do. and to pray. Cause me to know 
the way wiia«ln 1 should walk, for it 
is not in man that walketb to direct 
his steps (Jer. zlii. 3; x. 23; Ps. 
cxliii, 8), tnit we caih^-rely on Pa. 
xzxii. 8. if only we are honest in onr 
dertre for gnldance. and «edt not orir 
own win or pleasure. niCB wa sbaO 
•xperienee Isa. ^xx. 21.

W. II. Whaley, Jr., of near Parli, has 
bought and shipped more than 4,000 
lambs from Bourbon this season. 

Bert McClntock, of mlUersburg, 
bought a number of army mules in 
Montgomery county Monday at prices 
rangi^ from $i:tO to tl50 per head. 

Clark, Young iV: Ilobinson, of Bourbon, 
shipped Saturday evening to tbe Cin- 
cinnati' market a carload of fat heifers 
that were bought at prioaa ranging from 
U 1-2 cents to 7 cenu pel- pound. 

Twenty car-loads of horses passed 
through Lexington Sunday en route to 
Newport News, Va.. from winci; point 
they will be shipped to Ue^maoy. Nine- 
teen cars of horses also pvaaed^thnnigh 
here Monday. 

The cattle market in Garrard county 
was considerably enlivened this week 
by one deal alone that involves nearly 
S12,000 . Tom and David Rankin, one 
ot the largest and most extensive ca'tle 
feeders in that eounty, sold to Monle 
Fox 110 head of catUe tbat will weigh 
1,300 pounds each, for •8 25 the hundred. 
Tbe delivery to be made tbe first ten 
days in July. 

The bush bean crop is above the aver- 
age this year, most gardens being well 
suppliedvWiih this product. 

'Vegetables of aU kinds are j^Ientiful 
and reasonable in price Cbiekens. both 
broilers and fryers, are in the maiket, 
Cut continue high. 

Clover meadows are the finest ever 
known in all seciiens of t)iis country, 
and many of the fields Jiave ripened, 
while tha balance of tlie orop is ripMiing 
fast. 

More than the usual number of young 
colls are seen over the country and they 
are growing nicely. While lambs arti 
not overly large, tbey are fat and nice 

AU stock is in excellent condition. 
Dairymen and farmers are getting plen- 
ty of milk, and the ones who make but- 
ter a specially are bringing in a fine pro- 
d uct. 

The farmers who held their bluegrass 
seed are busy caring them. About half 
a crop was gathered this year. Not for 

many years have the pastures been as 
luxuriant at this time. 

Tbe tobacco crop will be short, as 
many have set only a part of the crop 
planted. The ones who have finished 
have niucli smaller crops than last year. 

Fruit is plentiful, although people Who 
have been watching the blackberry crop 
say that the yield will not be anything 
like as good as was ind icaied a short 
lime ago, and that instead of tlieir being 
an abundance, ibere will be a scarcity 
of tbe "poor man's crop." 

There is quits a ooDtrasl In the 
amount of garden stuff in' the county 
Ibis year and last, fjsst year vegetables 
could hardly be secured, but everybody 
who has a garden this year has some 
fresh vegetables ready for use. The 
early potatoes are fine and more than 
he usual amount of ground went to this 
orop. 

On the whole the crop outlook in' this 
i;ounty is fairly good. Corn is making 
rapid growth, but on account of 
I lie wet weather the weeds have grown 
fast and the farmers are putting in all 
time possible iu cultivating this crop and 
uui ting t^e weeds. Tlie prospects for a 
cori{ crop is miiich better than Af this 
I ime last year. 

Bluegrass pastures are excellent and 
I here seems to be an abundance of grasn 
now in all sections of the county, fields 
shpwing a very heavy sod. and stoek of 

^11 kinds are running in pastures knee 
high in grass, ManV of the larger cattle- 
men, however, are this season grazing 
clover instead of bluegrass and claim 
that they are getting belter results from 
oallle, which were weighed when turned 
out, and then again put on the scales 
tfter a certain period of grazing, having 
showed a gain of three' pounds a day. 

W G. P. Ledford, of Nicholas county, 
recently sold G5 shoats at $8 a hundred. 

At the dispersion sale of Aberdeen An- 
gus eittle held by George Grant in Scot- 
land, 56 bead averaged tiSiO.
